THE EXPANDING scope of 
the synagogue is a good thing, 
Kane said. Kane stated that the 
future of the Jewish people lies 
in centerin gall activities around 
the synagogue. 

Kane said: “I don’t share Gold- 
mann’s observations at all, and 
Welcome an increasing role for 
the synagogue and its leadership 
in the field of social action and 
other activities dominated by 
Secular groups.

WASHINGTON (P-O)—Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee leaders 
met with German Ambassador 
Wilhelm Grewe in Washington to 
protest the resurgence of Nazism 
in West Germany. 

The Committee placed respon- 
sibility for the “current mani- 
festations of Nazism” on the 
Bonn Government. They charged 
the Bonn Government knowingly 
placed former Nazis in positions 
of honor and trust. West Ger- 
many is a haven for notorious 
Hungarian Fascist leaders who 
are free to agitate against Jews 
without interference from the 
Bonn Government, the Commit- 
tee said. 


THE COMMITTEE demanded 
that Germany act at once to re- 
move former Nazis from Govern- 
ment posts and stop Fascist ele- 
ments from further activity. 

Most important the Committee 
called for educating German 
youth of the evils of the Hitler 
era. The Committee said “ob- 
viously democracy is not yet 
firmly anchored in Germany.” 

German Ambassador Grewe 
denied that the current rash of 
anti-Jewish incidents indicated a 
resurgence of Nazism in West 
Germany. He said, “facts indi- 
cate that no organizations exists 
inside Germany with money and 
connections to do such things.” 

GREWE CHARGED Commu- 
nists were responsible for the 
incidents. He also denied former 
Nazis were in Government posts.

Zelizer, who plans to enter the 
Jewish Theological Seminary in

ZELIZER received a standing 
ovation following his address, 
which opened the convention.

ZELIZER LENT support to the 
many reports stating that con- 
temporary Jewish youth has 
stopped running away from its 
Jewishness.

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ism it has no deep knowledge 
to substantiate it, 

He chided the adult Jewish

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Orthodox Rabbis Dispute Survey Showing 
96 Per Cent of Jews Practice Birth Control 


By MORTON ZELENKO 


NEW YORK (P-O)—Orthodox 
rabbis here have attacked the 
validity of a survey showing that 
96 per cent of American Jewish 
women practice birth control 

The survey, conducted by the 
University of Michigan Research 
Center and the Scripps Founda- 
tion for Population Research, also 
reported that 89 per cent of white 
Protestant women practice birth 
control. The figure for white 
Catholic women was 30 per cent. 


WHILE DOUBTING the ac- 
curacy of the results of the poll 
in relation to Jewish women, the 
rabbis queried took no issue with 
the figures for the other two 
religious groups. 

The survey was based on ques- 
tioning of 2,700 white American 
married women between the ages 
of 18 and 39. Like most surveys, 
it sampled all economic levels 
and geographical locations, 
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An official of the women’s di- 
vision of the Union of Orthodox 
Jewish Congregations, however, 
disputed the contentions of the 
rabbis, 

Mrs. David Schafer, executive 
secretary of the group, said the 
results for Jewish women ‘“‘sound- 
ed pretty accurate to me” but 
added that she was “speaking 
personally, as a Jewish mother, 
and not as a spokesman for her 
organization, which had never 
officially discussed birth control. 


WHEN ASKED what = she 
thought of the views of the rab- 
bis who had attacked the validity 
of the survey, she said, “All I 
know is rabbis always seem to 
have small families.” 

Mrs. Schafer said the 96 per 
cent figure for Jewish women 
struck her as accurate because 
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these women “were modern- 
thinking and American-born.” 

Rabbi Ralph Pelcowitz (Ortho- 
dax), spiritual leader of Kneseth 
Israel, Far Rockaway, N. Y., at- 
tacked the survey for its “sci- 
entifically bad control” and said 
the figures should have been 
broken down between “observant 
and non-observant Jews.” 

A clear distinction should have 
been made, he added, between 
Orthodox women questioned and 
non-Orthodox. He said the figures 
for Protestant and Catholic wom- 
en “seemed closer to the truth.”

the Metropolitan Board of Orth- 
odox Rabbis also deprecated the 
survey on scientific grounds. 

He said the poll takers had 
erred because “the term ‘Jewish’ 
is regrettably no longer an indi- 
cation of religious observance 
but to many people it means a 
nationality.” 

“Anyway, Orthodox women 
wouldn’t answer such questions, 
wouldn’t discuss sex with strang- 
ers,” he said. “Probably most of 
the Jewish women questioned 
were Conservative and Reform.” 

Rabbi Leo Jung, spiritual lead- 
er of the Jewish Center of New 
York, scorned the survey as “ut- 
terly untrustworthy” because 
Orthodox families were general- 
ly large and most synagogue- 
attending Jews were Orthodox. 

“IT know from my own experi- 
ence that many Orthodox fami- 
lies have from six to ten children, 
and I don’t know any with less 
than two,” he said. “You can’t 
say these people are practicing 
birth control. And in the past 
few years the number of children 
in families has been increasing.”

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THE CURRENT WAVE 
OF ‘ANTI-SEMITISM’ 


Not too many readers of The POST and OPINION 
will succumb to the current hysteria wave, which evi- 
dently has aroused the interest of the daily newspaper 
world, over what seems to be an imposing array of anti- 
Semitic incidents. 

ACTUALLY THESE incidents, completely harmless 
in their total effect, go on all the time. 

It is only when they are added up to attempt to 
fabricate an impressive showing that they begin to make 
some Jews tremble. 

WHEN YOU include in some Jews, Nahum Goldmann, 
then one must wonder at our leadership, for Dr. Gold- 
mann is quoted as saying in Israel, that the seeming spon- 
taneity of the outbursts of vandalism—which is all this 
is, petty vandalism—all over the world indicate at least 
some world-wide organization behind ehem. 

This is all tommyrot. 

WHAT HAPPENED is apparent enough. First there 
was the incident at the Cologne synagogue. When this got 
world-wide newspaper publicity, it evoked other crackpot 
defacings by other nitwits—and there is no world wide 
organization, just a bunch of adults with weak minds and 
hoodlum incentives. 

There have been times in recent years—as witness 
the bombings in the south—when there were serious out- 
breaks which warranted deep concern. These incidents, 
were the ground fertile enough—could have mushroomed, 
because there was a critical crisis in the south over school 
integration. This could have erupted into serious blows 
at the security of the Jews of the U.S. 

THE FACT THAT nothing followed these bombings 
is the greatest assurance that in America, anti-Semitism 
of the violent kind will just not be tolerated—at least 
not at this time. 

So let’s not be stampeded by imbecillic vandalism, 
even though the newspapers give them scare headlines, 


NEED TIME FOR THIS 


We wish we could be around to comment on the San 
Francisco Jewish community at the year 2,000. 

We have an idea that our theory that the U.S. Jewish 
community is fast developing into a rich, creative one 
might be proven by this cosmopolitan city which is gen- 
erally considered the one in which integration with the 
non-Jewish community is at the highest level. 

THE FIGURES revealed by the poll (P-O, Jan.1) of 
the Jewish community showing a high rate of intermar- 
riage, a low rate of synagogue affiliation and religious 
instruction for the young, will offer grisly meat for those 
who see only the assimilatory aspects of American Jewish 
life. 

Polls often don’t show fundamental trends, especially 
one like this which did not ask value questions. 

FROM OUR knowledge of the San Francisco Jewish 
community, we have found it to be one which is proud 
of its history, which accepts its Jewish responsibilities 
and which has moved along with the entire U.S. Jewish 
community from the low point where disappearance was 
a goal for many thinking Jews to the place where today 
94 per cent of the community accepts the idea of Jewish 
education for the children. 

So we say, time will tell. 

Maybe our successor in the year 2000 will write that 
editorial and maybe the San Francisco Jewish community 
will be obliging enough to conduct another survey at that 
time on which our editorial writer will be able to draw 
his comparisons and conclusions. 


IS DR. GOLDMANN RIGHT? 


Nahum Goldmann offers a unique theory (P-O, Jan. 1) 
which may have considerable validity when he presents 
the view that centering Jewish life—the sectarian aspects 
of it—around the synagogue is historically unJewish. 

There will be explosions over his theory, but we're 
urging calm, mature consideration. 

Essentially Goldmann is saying the synagogue is aping 
the church when it seeks to concentrate Jewish life around 
synagugues and to limit Judaism to synagogue worship. 
He accuses synagogue organizations of “developing ambi- 
tions to turn synagogues into the center not only of re- 
ligious life, but also of secular matters.” This he terms a 
distortion of “Judaism’s true character.” 

This theory is now on the table for discussion. We're 
inclined to the view that Dr. Goldmann is trying to be 
Orthodox in that he seeks to press Jewish life of today 
into the pattern of Jewish life in the ghetto, where you 
had so many substantially differing factors. 

We might suggest that the actions committee meeting 
ot the World Zionist Organization is hardly the platform 
for the exposition of a theory like this. 

Not only does Dr. Goldmann do himself an injustice, 
because when he lays himself open to the charge that he 
is developing this view because it suits his political pur- 
poses, but he doesn’t give himself time enough to elucidate 
on such a profound subject. 

We're much willing to listen to a fuller expatiation 
of Dr. Goldmann’s thesis, and we hope that he comes 
forward with it at an early opportunity. 
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WE SAT WITH Rabbi Mordecai Kaplan 
for an hour or so when we were in New 
York several weeks back, and he asked why 
there shouldn’t be in the United States an 
Anglo-Jewish paper comparable with the Jew- 
ish Chronicle of London. 

This is a legitimate question and one 
which is coming to the fore more and more 
nowadays. 

As Dr. Kaplan spoke, a smile began to 
frame our lips, because only a few short 
years ago, when we first presented the idea 
of a free, independent national Jewish weekly, 
we were met with the kind of blank stare 
which indicated only disbelief and which said 
distinctly enough, so what do we need this 
for? 


TODAY, THERE has been a complete 
shift.. A strong national Jewish publication 
is considered imperative. 

Out of this demand for a national Jewish 
publication, will come an answer. What form 
the answer will take, no one knows, The 
B'nai Brith thought a few years ago, that 
it ought to fill the need. But this is precisely 
the wrong way. 

THE NATIONAL Jewish organizations 
must be servants of the people, carrying out 
their will. If at the same time, they seek 
to dominate public opinion, then the arrival 
of a creative U.S. Jewish community will be 
set back that far. 

We explained to Rabbi Kaplan this theory. 
We suppose he confronted us with the ques- 
tion because he must have felt that perhaps 
The POST and OPINION might furnish the 
answer. No one knows. We hope so, but 
only time will tell. 

However the very next day on two oc- 
casions, we were faced with demands that 
we could not accept. That we were failing 
in the discharge of our duty as a responsible 
publication when we printed certain news 
involving a national Jewish relief agency. 

THIS DEMAND was put forward by two 
people whom we consider close friends, but

DEAR MR. UEARLROTH: I am asking the 
meaning of the name Bereston. My father 
came from Niezyn, Ukraine near Kiev. I have 
his passport, school grades and other records 
to show that this is the correct spelling.—DR. 
EUGENE S. BERESTON, Baltimore, Md. 
BERESTON is a trade 
name. It is a (slightly 
garbled) reference to Ber- 
esten, meaning “objects 
made of birch tree bark.” 
Your ancestor who first 
asumed this name in 1804 
was either a trader in, or 
a manufacturer of, vessels 
plaited with such bark, 
gloves made of the same 
Pearlroth fiber and other similar 
articles, He took his name from his stock 
in trade or product as did many other 
Jewish Tradesmen of the period. The 
dealer or manufacturer was known as 
Berestiannoi. 
DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: Reading of your 
description of names, could you kindly 
let me know what the origin of the name 
Katkin, may be. I read of some names spelled 
“Kotkin” but know of no instance where our 
family name was ever thus spelled. My late 
father came from somewhere in the Mohilev 
district——-MAXWELL KATKIN, Quebec City, 
Canada. 
KATKIN is a metronymic, a family name 
derived from the given name of a 
matriarch. The matriarch in question bore 
the name of Katia or Katka, an abbrevia- 
tion of the name Catherine. Our feminine 
forbears in ages past were not averse to 
the name Catherine, although they often 
employed only part of the name, The 
grandmotherly name of Reine is such an 
abbreviation (from Catherine) borne by 
German Jewish women in the past. Katkin 
means “descended from Katka.” The mean- 
ing of Catherine is “pure.” Kotkin has 
nh entirely different source. 





nevertheless, our position, contrasting as it 
does with theirs, shaped our answer. 

The responsibility of The POST and OPIN. 
ION is only secondarily to our national Jew. 
ish organizations. Our first responsibility is 
to our readers, who invest us with a trust 
which we believe we must discharge. Our 
readers say to us by their subscriptions that 
they want us to proceed to challenge and to 
ferret out, to report and analyze, and to 
provide them with information they need in 
order to arrive at intelligent decisions on 
Jewish questions. 


THE LEADERS OF our national Jewish 
organizations are not less concerned with 
Jewish welfare than are we. 

Nor are we more prescient than these 
leaders. 

Yet we do have some traditions and some 
history to go by when we differ from these 
friends who even have the welfare of The 
POST and OPINION at heart. 

We first broke on the scene during the 
time when the late Henry Monsky and Judge 
Proskauer were under heavy punishment be- 
cause they refused to accept a coordinating 
agency which would bring some order out 
of the chaos in combatting U.S. anti-Semitism. 
We reported this fight blow by blow, and a 
knock down and drag out fight it was. 

THIS KIND OF reporting set the Jewish 
community leaders on their ears. There had 
been nothing like it in the Anglo-Jewish press 
up until then. 

A short interpolation, if you please, This 
Saturday night there arrived in our office 
a three-year renewal from a Mrs, Ruth Eben- 
stein, of 625 E. 6th St., Duluth, Minn. We 
mention this friendly confirmation of faith 
in The POST and OPINION, because Mrs. 
Ebensiein is important to us. 

Hanging in our office is a framed check 
from Mrs. Ebenstein dated Nov. 14, 1944, It 
was the first renewal to our national edition, 
launched just about a year before that. Mrs. 
Ebenstein just won’t let us forget her. In 
1944, she renewed for one year at the then 
price of $3.00. This current renewal is for 
three years at $15.00. 

TO GET BACK—although the following 
bitter fracases in the American Jewish com- 
munity may not be listed here in chronolog- 
ical orders, Mrs. Ebenstein—and you'd be 
surprised how many of our readers go back 
this many years—may recall fights over the 
National Community Relations Advisory Coun- 
cil (the overall coordinating body in the civic 
protective field) the United Palestine Appeal, 
the no ties to any Israeli party which split the 
Zionist Organization of America, the American 
Jewish Conference, the long battle by the 
American Jewish Congress to win the Jewish 
community to support open backing of liberal 
causes in the general community, and many 
others. 

Living through these years has taught 
the lesson that there is no course except one 


open to any publication—to publish the news — 


without fear or favor. This means alienating 
some friends continuously but not all at any 
one time. Over the years, adherence to a stern 
policy like this means the publication gains 
respect and proves itself. So much is this 
so, that our stock answer nowadays, when 
we are challenged for something we have 
printed —is to say wait a year or so and 
let’s discuss this question again. Time has 
a way of eliminating periphery arguments 
in favor of the main argument, which is that 
our job is to let the people know. Only in 
this way can they act intelligently.

year, I bare the record. 
I predicted in October, 1958: 


1, There would be a partial 
lifting of military rule over Arabs 


in Israel. What happened? In 
August, 1959, the Military gov 
ernment permitted Arab _ resi- 


dents of Galilee and the Little 
Triangle to move freely during 
daytime hours without the need 
of seeking permits. Travel re- 
strictions on Arabs in the Negev 
were relaxed a few weeks earlier. 
Such freedom was the first ac- 
corded them since establishment 
of the State of Israel. 


2. ANOTHER rich oil field 
would be found, and the country 
would be on the eve of exploiting 
underground gas deposits. Oil has 
not been found, but the gas field 
at Zohar has proven to be quite 





rich, and preparations are now 
being completed to use the sup 
ply, estimated at a daily produc- 
tion of about 9,000,000 cubic feet. 
This is equal in energy, the en- 
gineers say, to the present out- 
put of the Heletz oil field. Only 
one-half credit for me. 

3. American investment in Is 
rael industry would _ increase 
markedly. I checked with the 
Government of Israe] Investment 
Centre in New York last month, 
and was told that American in- 
vestments in 1959 were a third 


|}more than in 1958. 


4. THERE WOULD be further 
easing of the unofficial ban on 
German music by the radio and 
the Philharmonic. The Haifa Or 
chestra has dared to perform 
Strauss’ music at its concerts, 
but otherwise, the silent ban con 
tinues. My prediction was pre- 
mature. 

5. Abba Eban would return to 
Israel, run for the Knesseth, and 
become a Minister of the New 
government, Nobody believed 1 
at the time, but this is exactly 
what happened. 

6. More large scale immigra- 
tion would be resumed from 
Eastern Europe. It was several 
months after this prediction ap- 
peared in print that the doors of 
Rumania were suddenly opened, 
and numbers of Jews began com 
ing to Israel. The exodus was 
halted some months later, but 
my forecast was correct. 


7. ISRAEL WOULD reveal that 


it now possesses a highly import- 
ant instrument of national de 
fense, vital to security of its 
coasts and shipping. Five days 
after I wrote this, Israel an- 
nounced that it had for the first 
time acquired two submarines. 
8. Israel’s cotton crop would 
produce very nearly the amount 
needed for local consumption. 
Well, this year’s yield amounted 
to 7,150 tons, against 4,800 
tons last year. Israel’s consump 
tion has been estimated at 12,000 
tons per year. This means that 
some 60 per cent of domestic 
needs has been met, but short of 
my predictions. I think I can 
claim half credit on this one.

I am quite aware that Prof, 
Fisher, in keeping with the ma- 
jor non-Jewish trend, would not 
show special favor to Israel. But 
after the reviewer read and de- 
nounced the actually virulent as- 
saults on the Israeli position by 
such men as Hitti, Burrows, and 
Yale, the Fisher volume came 
out best, and merited praise for 
its comparative moderation. 

Perhaps the reader would have 
preferred a statement that it 
was the “least noxious” rather 
than the best of  professioral 
analyses of Near East facts, 
Much of the material that dis- 
turbed the indignant reader is de- 
livered as a general emotional 
expression of the Arab side 
rather than established history. 
He uses phrases such as “The 
Arabs felt that...” 

In other words, Fisher made a 
mighty effort to speak impar- 
tially, and succeeded beyond 
What the general prejudices of 
his group might permit. Isolated 
cases should not argue that the 
hook in the main is not an ex- 
cellent study. 

Yes, the reviewer read 
hook, and reads them all. 
for over 20 years editor of a 
Zionist monthly, and does not 
have to insist that some of his 
best friends are Jews.
